On Bunday, August 8 in the presence of o
numerons congregatisn, this sacreligions scone
wae enncted In the Cashedrnd Chureh of Berling
—The Rev. H. Helntiol was standing belore the
altar, reciting the Bellef, when o young man,
rising from o front seat and interrapting the
clergymnn, gave him the Jie, aud at onee dis-
charged o pitol at his brenst. The next mo-
ment he wons in the hands of the sexton, and
quictly suffersd himeell to be led away to the
vestry, A portion of the congregation, sentuil
ut o digtance, having only heard the report and
geon the culing smoke, without any definite
potion of twhat was going on, immedintely
began to wove towards the door, and created
considerabls tumult;  but  those near  the
altar, who nnd been witnesses of the daring at-
tewpt, retained their seats. In preserving their

composyre they but imitated the noble example
of the clergyman whose 1ife hud just baen
placed in such Jeopardy, The Rev. H. Heln-

riel wvas unhuft: nor had the morsl firmness ol
the man whose body the ball hud missed been
shpken. No hnd the trying interlude,
tha details of which seom to have been obagryved
with terribilc distinctnesa by thosfe near, come 1o

reading the Creed, and with redoubled fervor
proclalmed that Beliel the utteranee ol which
had imperiled hi= lifi. After this tlie service

was continued 1o accordanee with the preseribed
ritual.

The Roy, H. Heinrlel left the altar, whan the
Rev. Dr. Kogel ascended the palpitand preached
o sermon, in which he Introduced o passage ex-
pressive of his thunks to God for the miraculons
eseape of his olerienl trother.  Quiet had been
speedily restored, und the greater portion of the
congregation, agitated as they were by the most
powertil emotions, lelt the chureh only ufter
the final benediction.

In the meauntime the eriminal lind heen con-
ducted by o policeman to the pearest station
and examined by nsuperior officer. To all the

Rensons Why She Shonld Sell llt b to the
United Stntes, According 1o English Views,

From the London Post, Aug, 9,

Whether there be any foundation or not for
the report that the Government of the United
Stotes have been in negotintion for the purchase
of Cuba, there are certainly a varlety of eircum-
atanees which invest it with nn alr of great pro-
bability, That the United States are anxions 1o
acquire “the ponr] of the Antllles” there can be
uo doubt, and the present relationship betweon
Spaln and her colony 8 just of that nature
which would suggest the lden of *'a deal” Lo
hard-headed Yankee statesmen. America for

the Americans hag been o favorite sentiment
on the other gide of the Atlantic from the days
af President Monrog, and  since  the  Ler-
minatlon of the colvil wanr  the Goveérn-
ment of the republic have on more than
one oceaslon proved the cnrnesiness ol their
desire to ghve ot the practionl offect. It must,

however, be saald of the Americans that 1 Il:t}'
seek to extend thele dominion it 1s by the most
commonplace and business-like of modes.  An-
nexation in the sense In which that term has
boen too often cmployed in Burope bis not yel
fonnd n plaee in the American voenbulary, It
the Amerieans so lar violate the decalogie ns to
covel thelr m .I.l.’.II‘H'I"" properiy, 11[1'_\' ol least
offer o fair equivalent for it aequisition, and do
not, after the manner of some of the older Blotes
of the Eastern hemisphoere, avall themselves of
superior strength to effect the desired transfor,
It is annecessury to reler with any particalarity
to e vircumstances ander which the Dandsh
Island of B Thomas, inthe Weest Todies, and the
Ruseinn possessions in the northwestern corner

of the Ameriean contineui, paesed under the

clved no Hitle influepce in indoeiog her to

gell n eolony which she wonld hove bogn power-

less to defend. As o AlasKa, the Uzar wos yory
eind to obtain o good ronnd swme for barren
tracet of territory extending into tha frozen
regtons, and which, by no possibility, conld ever
bhe worth o thivd of the sum for whiclh 1L was
sold, That the Americans on their side are
eipually  contontod we may rest assured; and

having thus ousted two powers from any plea
for' lntervention in American aftalrs, orany ex-
cuse for trading on American =oil, they no doubt
degire to push still forther thoat poliey which
until now has piroved so =uecesstul,

1t will no doubt bhe in the reeollection of the
publie that some months ago, and immediately
aiter the accession of President Graot, we called
attention to what seemed (o be an intention on
the part of the Government of the United States
to Intervene in the Cuban insureection  Many
cirenmstances tended (o give rise to this sar-
mise, and no secret was made by the President
ad Lis ndvisers of thelr desire to see Caba -
mitted within the American Union.  Sufliciently
close to the mainland to admit of being regnrded
ns in American waters, the Monroe doetring -
questionably pointed Lo its acquigition, if such
aoequisition” were possible.  Under these eir-
cumstanees we  pointed out  that. although
